The Present Congress. 


Washington, Jan. 7.—It was stated

no move at this session of congress 
or a revision of the present army or- 
ganization, or for any broad general 
egislation affecting the army. "There 
vill be several bills of a special char- 
xctcr affecting the army," he said. 
One of thi'se special measures will 
c frnmecl when the army board now 
n session determines on the four 
argo posts, for great assembling 
campa for the regular army, in vari- 
ous parts of the country. Another bill

for numerous retirements 


n accordance with recommendations 
of the war department. But these and 
other measures do not touch the gen- 
oral organization of the army, which 


ll be let alone so far as I am aware, 


luring this session of congress." 


In The House. 


Washington, Jan. 7.—Without pre- 


liminary business today the house 
went into committee of the whole 
(Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio in the chair) 
for the consideration of the Nicara- 
guan canal bill, and Mr. Hepburn of 
Iowa, the chairman of the committee 
on inter-state and foreign commerce, 
which reported the bill, opened the 
debate. lie said the subject of a wa- 
terway across the isthmus connecting 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans had 
been in the minds of the people of the 
world for more than four hundred 
years. "But," he concluded, " 1 insist 
that the American people have made 
their decree that the canal shall be 
built, and that now is the time to 
bund it." (Applause.) 


In The Senate. 


Washington, Jan. 7.—In the senate 


today Mr. Morgan offered the follow- 
ing resolution: "That the committee 
on inter-oceanic canals has leave to 
sit during the sessions of the senate 
passed on the 21st of May, 1900,

KITCHENER'S LOSSES. 


The Boers Continue Active and Many 


Scraps Reported. 


London, Jan 7.—In a dispatch to 


the war office, from Johannesburg, 
dated yesterday, Lord Kitchener re- 
ports a number of skirmishes in va- 
rious parts of the war field. The most 
serious were at Amerffcort, Jan. 3 
and 4, when Major W. H. P. Plomer 
and Colonel J. Spens were in contact 
with Commandant Christian Botha's 
and Commandant Opperman's com- 
mands, and drove the Uoers from 
their potions after 
considerable 


lighting, during which the Somerset 
light infantry suffered severely. Major 
Arallcntin and eighteen men were 
killed, and five officers and twenty- 
eight men were wounded. Tho Boers 
lelt nine men dead on the field. Col- 
onel Colenbrancler surprised Field 
Cornet jjoun's laager at Watervale, 
Jan. 5, killed live men and captured 
twenty-nine. Lord Kitchener mentions 
other minor surprises and captures. 
General French reports that the Boers 
in Cape Colony arc so reduced in 
numbers as to require only an elabo- 
rate police system to keep them in 
check. The week's totals of Boer cas- 
ualties are thirty-six men killed, nine 
wounded, 261 made prisoners and sev- 
enty-two surrendered.

at frequent intervals," he says, "and 
you will never suffer from this mal- 
ady." 


The reason, lie explains, is because 


the initial cause of seasickness is to 
be found in a lobe of the brain, the 
sensitiveness of which reacts on the 
stomach, and that when fresh air is 
breathed at frequent intervals the 
blood becomes charged with oxygen, 
and thus the offending lobe loses its 
sensitiveness.

He adds that he has made several 


? experiments on himself for the pur- 


pose of proving the efficacy of this 
novel remedy and has also completely 
cured several persons who used to be 
seasick whenever they went on the 
water. Finally he points out that the 
antidote costs nothing and can be test- 
ed by any one.

Dr. Garel of Lyons has drawn a 


French nail about two inches long 
from the bronchial tube of a boy of 
eighteen months from Buenos Ayres. 
The nail had been there for some time, 
causing: the child to cough much. 
Iloentgcn rays showed the position of 
it, and an electro magnet drew it out. 
Another successful operation of the 
sit me kind Lias been performed by Dr. 
Fiochaud of Bordeaux on a child of 
three years. In this case the trachea 
was opened to get a projection from 
the polo of the magnet near the nail. 
These experiments are well worth the 
attention of surgeons everywhere. 


, WON'T LET MUD LEAK. 


"Metals may be burned for the sake 


of the heat and light they produce, 
just as ordinary fuels are burned," said 
I'rofessor Roberts-Austen in a reoent 
discourse at the Royal institution in 
London, but the burning of ruetals, he 
proceeded to show, differs from that 
of ordinary fuels in that the products 
of combustion are not gaseous, but 
solid.

burning of aluminium 


gives sapphires and rubies in tbe place 
of ashes." * An instance of burning 
niotal for the sake of light is furnished 
by the magnesium star, says The 
Youth's Companion, a contrivance by 
which a shell packed with magnesium 
and attached to a parachute is tired 
electrically high in the air, thus pro- 
ducing an Illumination of the ground 
beneath at night. 


Galvanic Coloring of Metal. 


lu an abstract by Lightning of an ar- 


ticle in L'Electrochemie on the colora- 
tion and protection of metals a large 
number of recipes are given. Gilding 
on steel is imitated by galvanically 
coating with copper from a cyanide 
bath, theif'witb. a thin film of zinc. 
After drying and polishing the article 
Is heated in linseed oil to 160 degrees 
C., when, it is stated, the surface be- 
comes of a red brass color, as if there 
had been a real alloying of the copper 
and the zinc. 


Jfew Coalfield In Belgium. 


Consul Winslow of Liege reports the 


discovery of a soft coal basin at Asch, 
In the province of Liinbourg, a few 
miles to the north of Liege. The coal 
much resembles that found in "West- 
phalia, Germany. It contains from 18 
to 20 per cent of volatile matter. The 
'first vein was discovered at a depth of 
about 1,640 feet, and between this and 
1,968 feet five veins have been discov- 
ered, ranging from 2.G to G.G feet.

700 acres.

open at its upper end and closed at all 
of its sides. The shovel is pivoted on 
the drcdgo beam by a pin, braces be- 
ing employed to strengthen the pin 
and the beam.

The load when once in 
the shovel cannot possibly leak out 
and can be discharged only by the 
releasing dog. 


The ptomaine as n menace to health 


and even to life is obtaining a good 
deal of attention from physicians, says 
The Golden Penny. It is a chemical 
product, formed incidentally to decom- 
position, and the worst of it is that no- 
body is safe from Its attack, though 
fatal cases of poisoning by-it seem to 
be rare. 


There are many kinds of ptomaines, 


but some of the most deadly occur in 
fish that have been too long out of wa- 
ter. 
Cold retards their formation, but 


a fish that has come from far away 
and which has necessarily been on ice 
for a considerable length of time is 
said to be an unsafe article of diet. 
Indeed some experts in such matters 
have gone so far as to urge that it 
would be very desirable that tish 
should be sold only alive in this coun- 
try, as they are in Germany, where 
the housewife goes to market and se- 
lects her scaly dinner as it swims 
around in the tank. 


It is certain that deaths attributed to 


acute indigestion or other commonplace j 
causes are often actually due to poison-! 
ing by ptomaines. Only the other day 
a distinguished physician died from 
such a cause, having partaken of shad 
roe. 


Fish liHcs la Submarine Cables. 
Interference with submarine cable 


service due to fish bites occurs from 
time to time in shallow water, but lines 
Jn deep water have not hitherto suffer- 
ed from this cause. 
An English tele 


graph company, however, now reports 
that in repairing a fault in oue of their, 
cables at a depth of :>".0 fathoms iho 
section removed was found to contain 
a tooth firmly lixed in the core of the 
cable, although the core was protected 
by the usual sbeathius of thick iron 
wires and in-nilatiiie material. An ex- 
amination of the tooth showed it to be 
from some species of tliark. 


UTILIZATION 6F COAL ASHES 


Di»covery That Fireproof 
Mort***j 


Cnu Ue 31u'.le Therefrom. 


George F. Averill of Arveruc, N, "ST., 


says' that be has discovered a means 
of using the -waste coal ash cinders 
that will make that hitherto useless 
material of great commercial' value. 
Tho use which Mr. Averill has found 
for those coal ashes is in a new kind 
of fireproof mortar, 00 per cent of 
which is made up of coal ashes and 
the rest double hydraulic cement. •< 


Mr. Averill has had tests made un- 


der the supervision of the department 
of buildings in Manhattan which show 
that the insulating properties of a 
block constructed 
according to Mr. 


Averill's specifications are very great. 
In fact, Mr. Averill says that with 
over 1,700 degrees F. hardly any per- 
ceptible heat could bo felt by the hand 
on the ether side of the block. Matches 
which had been laid on tho block were 
not ignited, and some white piuc and 
oak splinters showed no signs of char- 
ring. A thermometer on the upper 
side of tho block during the whole 
time of the test registered only 110 de- 
grees. 


Mr. Averill also proposes, according 


to tbe Brooklyn Eagle, to make a fire- 
proof concrete from the waste ashes, 
which can bo used in ceilings and can 
be made into blocks for partitions. It 
has been estimated that the amount of 
waste coal ashes in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn aggregates (5,000,000 cubic 
yards yearly, the greater portion of 
which is now dumped into the ocean. 


JVevr Way to Glnzc Crockery. 


In view of the agitation regarding 


the use of poisonous while lead glaz- 
ing in the crockery industry, it Is in- 
teresting to note that the Korstraud 
Porcelain factory in Sweden and a 
factory in Dresden, Germany, have 
solved this important technical prob- 
lem by mixing the white lead in the 
glazing with certain substances con- 
verting the lead into an insoluble and 
thus harmless silicate of lend.

The largest cameras are small when 


compared \vlth one capable of taking 
a negative S feet by 10 feet, or 015 by 
120 inches.

He is Joseph Giles, a printer by trade 


and an accredited organizer for the 
American Federation of Labor. It is 
while working at his case that he has 
found time to make Alton the model 
city in industrial organization. 


The trades which he has formed into 


unions are the bricklayers, the carpen- 
ters, the painters, the decorators, the 
brewery workers, the bartenders, the 
boot and shoe workers, the butchers, 
the bakers, the electrical workers, the 
hod carriers, the laborers, the mining 
tool workers, the plasterers, the plumb- 
ers, the quarry workers, the retail 
clerks, the stone masons, the station- 
ary engineers, the stationary firemen, 
the teamsters, the tinners, the clay 
workers, the powder mill workers, the 
tailors Jinil the unskilled laborers. 


While Giles' genius for organization 


is remarkable, the conditions which 
he found in Alton when he went there 
were favorable for his undertaking.

scheme are that the shores of Qii"bee, 
Anticosta, Cape Breton, Xova Kcotiu 
and Prince Edward Island would l.e- 
conie veritable gardens, in which semi- 
tropical fruits and vegetables would 
flourish, and that tho portion of Labra- 
dor west of the causeway would have 
a climate as( salubrious as that of 
France, being in about the aamc- lati- 
tude. 


It is cfitimated that the work pro- 


posed would cost §.",0,000,000. This is 
a formidable sum, but in view of the 
demands Just now that Canada, spend 
$3,000,000 in improving the SI. Law- 
rence route the larger sum seems less 
appalling to the projectors of tlic plan. 
Nor is the undertaking so formidable 
qs might appear from a superficial 
ticw. It presents no engineering dilli- 
t'ultios such ns have beset many proj- 
ects already carried to n successful 
issue. 


What would' have to be done under 


the plan would be to start a dump and 
carry it across the strait, with a con- 
vex cur\c toward the Atlantic so as to 
bettor resist the dialing and pressure 
flora the floes and bergs.

transmitter is placed on a mast from 
20 to 140 feet in length, according to 
the distance to be telegraphed. 


The receiver is an adaptation on 


Marconi's part of the coherer of Ool- 
zeccbi. If you take an electrically con- 
ducting material like iron and break it 
up into filings, the intervals between 
the particles prevent tho mass from 
permitting any electric current to pass 
through. But approach the mass with 
a magnet, and each particle becomes 
magnetized, the .whole becomes solidi- 
fied. 


This is the basis of the coherer, 


which is a glass tube containing pref- 
erably nickel and silver filings loosely 
mingled. The tube is not over nn inch 
and a half long, and in each end is a 
wire which connects with a small bat- 
tery, which is in turn connected with a 
larger one. The coherer Is mounted on 
a mast tho same as the transmitter. 


When a message is caught by the co- 


herer, the small battery sends it to the 
larger one, which is strong enough to 
mnko a click that can be beard and 
read. 


If left to themselves, the Hertzian

. To the man who has followed the 
progress of the industrial movement 
for the past few years the first ex- { 
traordJnary feature of the labor and 
capital conference in'New York was 
the meeting on terms of at least out- 
ward cordiality and equality of men 
hohlingcommanding ranks in thetrailcs 
union world with men who are called 
"captains of industry," but who up to 
comparatively recently were upuily 
hostile to organized labor and would 
in no way treat with it. Ilere these 
two elements met in a kind of public 
love feast,, making speeches flowing 
ftfiln'railk and honey aud protesting 
niutuul respect and confidence, aud all 
this in open assemblage, with large , 
numbers of representative men of oth- ' 
*ci*wnlks of life present and a uewsj)ii-' 
per press reporting the 
proceedings 


down to the least utterances. The mo- 
nopoly magnates meeting in friendly 
discourse with the leaders of the great- 
est of the trades unions with a view to 
ei'fectini; a board of examination into 
future industrial disagreements in the 
larger liclds of labor was dramatic if 
not sensational. What could it mean? 
was the natural question. The "great 
employers" have hitherto not been an- 
imated by extravagant love for labor 
unionism. Could this be intended for a 
trap, a scheme to snare the more im- 
portant leaders and hold them as hos- 
tages for the good conduct of their fol- 
lowers? Or, since United States Sena- 
tor 13 anna, the leader of the Republic- 
an national party organization, was 
made- the chairman of tho permanent 
body of arbitration—the committee of 
thirty-sis, as it is also called—could it 
be that the main purpose of this get- 
ting together of the rcprosontathos of 
"labor and capital" was nothing m';re 
than a political move nnd or a mask? 


Men's motives aro usually complex. 


A subtle mingling of reasons precedes 
most important actions. Hut in this 
conference • am persuaded that the 
leading motive that influenced "capi- 
tal," so called, was not the hope of 
taking advantage of labor, but the do- 
sire to raise labor organizations as a 
dofonso against any aggressiveness of 
tho boily of the people ag.iinst special 
privileges. Those "groat employers" 
are truly givat employers, but thoy aro 
more than that. Thoy are in possession 
of very valuable privileges cf one kind 
or ant'llier. The public mind is now 
opening to an inquiry into Jill forms of 
privilege and particularly those forms 
v. Inch have the name of "trust" and 
which boar with such obvious burden 
upon tho masses of the community. 
Legislation, some recent decisions of 
the court« and tho contents of a hirue 
part of the press and the periodicals 
indicate increasing interest of the gen- 
eral public in 'his subject and a dispo- 
sition to abolish privileges or, if allow- 
ing them continued life, to subject 
them to a substantial burden. It is 
said that there is nothing so timid as 
money, anil if we t.iKe privilege as one 
of the forms of i it-lies wo may surely 
Kay that it is the ni<At timid of all tim- 
iil things. It knows of danger by in- 
stinct, and in the present situation tho 
great trn.st i'onvis of privilege have bet- 
ter proofs than instinct can supply of 
real merac-e to their exclusive institu- 
tions if anything like an industrial wnr 
should 
broil k out, 
for 
that 
must, 


through the wide extension of tho 
trades union organization, involve not 
n few but a vast number of workers, 
those in turn exerting a sympathetic 
influence over a large and increasing 
proportion of the people. 


Does this not explain tho present at- 


titude of President Schwab of the 
United States Steel and Iron corpora- 
tion, who in years past was an outspo- 
ken advocate of the Carnegie compa- 
ny's policy of undying hostility to or- 
ganizations of wcrkingrnen— a "labor 
crusher," in other words?' Does this 
not reveal a sufficient motive for his 
participating in a kind of love feast 
with distinguished heads of the trades 
unions and helping to form n perma- 
nent love feast committee, with him- 
self as one of its members? 


"But,"1 interpose sonfc, "this docs not 


look much liko what Senator Ilanna is 
reported to luive said about the chief 
function of the court of arbitration, or 
committee of thirty-six." 


What was it that Senator Flannn 


said? This: ''1 consider the conference 
the greatest Step ever taken for tho 
speedy settlement of disputes arising 
between labor and capital. The organi- 
zation of capital, which has come to 
stay, was an evolution wfiich was pna-

More was said, but this is the esson- 


tint part. And what does it signify'/ 
At first glance it might seoni like an 
attempt of the monopoly leaders to 
draw the large bodies of labor into a 
kind "of tru.st. to be inHm-nced through 
a few labor Iwidors on tlu- principle 
that, it is'much easier to ondoavor to 
find grounds of agreement with a few 
loaders than to try the arbitrament of 
wnr with ihe mass of worUors. Elimi- 
nating any question of bribery of labor 
chiefs, 
this 
mi'jht 
reasonably' be 


thought in l>c the o:isif"-t of all Wiijs 
to meet (lidf-reiicfi willi h-.l.or lleix'e 


an<! its i«r.-, 


ftient—that Is, to resolve it into a state 
similar to that, of the Brotherhood ol 
Locomotive 
Engineers, whose bead, 


Chief Arthur, keops in close commu- 
nion with the railroad management, 
which gives much to tbe engineers in 
return for their refusal to strike and 
their abstaining from giving comfort 
to others who-do strike. 


But even if the labor leaders "were in 


sympathy with and disposed to adopt 
the 4rthur plan, I think circumstances 
are such as to make its successful car- 
rying out impossible. Arthur could 
succeed because he commanded a com- 
paratively small number of very high- 
ly skilled aud peculiarly trusted men 
who handed themselves together in a 
union that should have no communica- 
tion with or sympathy for any other 
union or body of workmen. The Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers says 
hi substance. "We stand for ourselves 
alone." Other labor unions are of ne- 
cessity numerous, have an intimate in- 
tercommunication and warm bond of 
sympathy, and they proceed on the 
principle of the Knights of Labor mot- 
to—namely, that "the injury of one is 
the concern of all." Indeed, the idea 
of the solidarity of labor is not re- 
stricted to .skilled workmen, but ap- 
plies as well to the even greater num- 
ber of unskilled workmen. Any labor 
trust or even approximation to a bu- 
reaucracy to be iu the least degree 
successful would have to have the ac- 
tive or passive approval or support of 
this enormous army .of organized and 
unorganized workmen, a thing not sup- 
posabli? in this stirring, changing age. 


I admit that wore the spirit of inqui- 


ry not abroad, were the monopolies 
and their sponsors not under serious 
suspicion and wore the popular mind 
in a &tato of passivity and quietude 
then perhaps seme share or the prom- 
ise of a share of the advantages of mo- 
nopoly might serve to draw and hold 
some part of the labor unions under 
the control of some kind of managing 
organization. Hut too many men have 
conceived the idea that there is some- 
thing fundamentally out of keeping 
with equal rights in monopolies, and 
the desiie for investigation is too ram- 
pant for a labor trust to be formed. 


Or to put the same thing in another 


form: Senator Ilanna rpoats of the 
"oruani'/atiun of capital" coming to 
stay. Does he include monopoly in tho 
word "capital?" It is not ns a capital 
ist that Mr. Schwab, for instance, is 
most notable in this matter, for tho 
word "capital" iu the sense of political 
economy means some form of wealth 
used by labor to produce more wealth, 
and tbe word "wealth1' means the 
produce of labor from land—that is. 
from the materials of nature. Capital 
therefore comes from labor, and a fac- 
tory or a stool rail or a locomotive 
when used in production is capital, but 
an ore bed or a coalfield or a railro.Hl 
riuht of way cannot be. That is :: 
privilege. Now, ijttOO.OdO.OOO approxi- 
mately represents the value of the ac- 
tual capital of Mr. Schwab's 
btoel 


tiust, using the word capital iu its 
true, economic sense, and ?1,100,000,- 
000 represents the value of privilege ir 
'a so called "capitalization" of $1,400,- 
000.000. 


So therefore ii. Is fai more as a mo- 


nopolist than as a capitalist that Mr. j 
Schwab becomes a member of the] 
committee of thirty-six. If the body of 
the pe"p!e do not see this In sharpness 
of outline, a sulliciontly largo and 
widely scattered nmnl or do see it to 
point it out and to give direction to 
that animiis against privilege which is 
now beginning to change from thought 
to act ion. 


"Hut," it will be asked, "if the trusts 


are endeavoring to draw the trades 
unions Into :i kind of league and cove- 
nant that shall be useful to privilege; 
what is labor to got out of this commit- 
tee of arbitration, as it is called? Why 
did the labor leaders go into it?" 


My judgment Is that, while tho cap- 


tains of monopoly j,cck by this means 
to raise defense works between their 
domains of privilege nnd the approach- 
ing popular equal rights army, th? 
trades 
unions are getting advance 


ground. All that the unions need to h? 
successful tn most of their lights, when 
their cause is just, is a popular hoar- 
ing. The greatest strike in recent 
years—tho 
Pennsylvania anthracite 


strike of 1000—wns won because John 
Mitchell, the strike leader, Mas able vo 
get his case through the newspapers 
before the people. That made a public 
opinion that awakened the politicians 
to activity, and they were able to use 
the threat of exposure against the rail- 
roads, which were the real opponents 
of the mine workers. Tho railroads 
feared attack on their transportation 
or coal mining privileges or any reve- 
lation of the lattor's great value. This 
brought the extraordinary exhibition of 
the powerful combination of railroads 
yielding to n labor organization which 
when it entered the fight had no mon- 
ey and not more than a sixteenth part 
of all the mine workers in that terri- 
tory in its membership—yielding abso- 
lutely and granting a 10 per cent in- 
crease in wages and other demands. 


The formation of the committee of 


thirty-six, or court of arbitration, for 
this reason means a remarkable ad- 
vance for trades unionism upon ground 
hitherto hold by the greatest of its old 
foes, the trusts, for tbe trust captains 
now agree to make the public the 
judge In labor disputes and thereby

walked with the poor nnd remained 
with them to the day of his death. 


The next fact is that the opinions of 


Christ v\ ero the opinions natural to a 
workin.v.man, who saw the strength 
that poverty gives and the burden 
which wealth imposes. Xced I recall 
the parable of Lazarus to show you 
that in Christ's view the POSSOSMOU of 
riches was a great dangir to tho hu- 
man soul?

dream, but you cannot say that the 
gospel is aot profoundly concerned 
with the social and economic problems 
of the world in which we live. 


Tho labor programme is a profoundly 


religious and Christian propaganda. 
whoever anil whatever its leaders may 
be, and tho powers that are against it 
are profoundly irreligious and pagan 
whosoever and whatsoever thoir advo- 
cates are. 


What is the pagan concept of govern- 


ment? 'The pagan concept of govern- 
ment is authority, and thnt alone- justi- 
fies the miconstitnted rights, the ine- 
qualities. the barbarities and the mis- 
eries that civilization has for "J.OUU 
yoars been striving to break down. 


The Christian concept of govern- 


ment is right, and that assorts the val- 
ue 'of tho individual soul, the fnthoi- 
hood of God, the brotherhood of men 
and all thnt these Imply In 
mankind into one family.

tions ,of life. He could not be on the 
pngan side of arrogated authority, for 
while he was on the earth he never 
failed to shov; it, whither in the per- 
son of King II -rod or of the Pharisees, 
a complete a sd emancipating disre- 
spect.

ter what opposition we meet with. 
Whatever they call us— Dern-.crats, so- 
cinlir.ts, even anarchists if they ple.-.sc 
—let us continue.to claim the go;spel 
for our charter and the teaching of 
Christ as the basis of our social mes- 
sage. 


With this message, as it espressos it- 


self from time to time in the problems 
we are called to consider, let us meet 
all our difficulties, knowing that our 
appeal is to. the conscience of man, 
that the conscience of man is the true 
expression of tho divine and that ;>oou- 
er or later in God's time the divine 
must prevail.
